OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's remarks 


(a) Mr. Duff spoke with great sorrow of the sudden death of Mrs. Callaghan, the wife 
of Dean Clair Callaghan of Engineering. The Secretary was instructed to send a 
resolution of sympathy to Dean Callaghan on behalf of the Board. 


(b) Mr. Duff spoke regretfully of the loss of the National Hockey Championship by 
the Stingers. Despite this disappointment, he wanted to stress that all our athletes 
had made an outstanding contribution to the life of the University in this first year 
under the Concordia banner. 


2. Minutes of the previous (March 11) meeting of the Board 


Mr. Vavalidis pointed out that his name had been misspelled. Mr. Horgan, referring to 
Section 7 (b) page 5, lines 4 and 5, said that Mr. Secord should be reported as having said 
"that he would consult the L.S.A. to see whether that body would also waive its 
Association fee". 


With these amendments, and on a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes were 
approved. 


3. Business arising out of the minutes. 


(i) Policy and Procedures on Inventions and Patents. 


The Rector, referring to his memorandum of February 2 on this matter to the 
Board and to his later memorandum of April Ist on the same subject, moved that 


the Board approve the document "Policy and Procedures on Inventions and 
Patents" with Section C 1 of that document re-worded as follows; 


"a) a chairman appointed by the Rector, 

b) the Dean of the Sir George Williams Faculty of Science or his representative; 
c) the Dean of the Faculty of Engineering or his representative; 

d) the Dean of the Loyola Faculty of Arts and Science or his representative; 

e) a member appointed by the Board of Governors; 

f) three members of the faculty appointed by the Vice-Rector, Academic; 

g) a graduate student in Science or Engineering, appointed by the Rector after 
consultation with the Graduate Students' Association; 

h) a non-voting Executive Secretary appointed by the Rector." 


The Rector's motion was seconded and carried. 


The Chairman announced that Mr. R. Grassby had agreed to sit on the Committee 
as the appointee of the Board of Governors. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board appointed Mr. Grassby to the 
Inventions and Patents Committee of the University. 


(11) Commission on Codes of Conduct 


The Rector informed the Board that there was nothing new to report on this 
matter at this time. 


(iii) Part-Time Students' Association 


The Rector referred to his memorandum of March 29, 1976, to the Board, to his 
memorandum of April 6 and to a memorandum of April 6, which he had received 
from the Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Part-Time Students' 
Association. These two latter documents were handed out at the meeting and had 
to do with suggested changes to the Rector's document of March 29 entitled 
"Alternative Arrangements to the Part-Time Students’ Association". 


After some discussion, the Rector moved the following resolution, which was 
seconded by Mr. James and carried: 


"That the Board adopt the document 'Alternative Arrangements to the Part-Time 
Students’ Association of March 29 with the following amendments: 


"In PART I Section 5, the words 'to reduce this fee' are to be deleted;

Student Services Budget 


The document on the Student Services Budget 1976-77, together with appendices, 
was circulated to the Board. 


The Rector proposed that the document and its attachments be tabled and referred 
to the Finance Committee for study, the membership of the Finance Committee to 
be increased on this occasion by the inclusion of all five of the student members of 
the Board. The enlarged Finance Committee was to report its findings to the next 
meeting of the Board. 


Dr. O'Brien then spoke to the text which had been distributed, drawing attention 
to its main points and to the relationship of Student Services fees to the 
government policy of an unchanged per capita grant for Student Services. A 
constant per capita grant for a decreasing number of students will mean reduced 
grant revenue. There will be the usual increasing costs of salaries and other 
necessary expenses. Dr. O'Brien suggested that the Finance Committee meet not

earlier than two weeks from today in order to give time for student members to 
study the problems involved. 


The Rector's motion was seconded and carried. 


Board resolution to authorize the signing of a contract between Concordia 
University and the Department of Education. 


The Rector explained that this resolution was concerned with the coding of certain 
information having to do with research and allowing a member of the University 
staff to assist the Department of Education in this work. 


Dr. O'Brien proposed the following resolution which was seconded and carried:

University Name, Logo, Crest and Emblem 


A document on this subject written by Mr. Dufour, Legal Counsel for Concordia, 
had been distributed to Governors. The Chancellor pointed out that 
immatriculation of Concordia University's arms was not yet ready, went on to say 
that the question of a graduation ring, whose design would be based on the 
armorial bearings of Concordia University, had arisen for this year's graduation 
class. 


The Board would have to take steps to make sure that the University had control 
of the dye of the design of the ring, which design was acceptable to our experts 
and to the ad hoc committee on Identification of Concordia University. 

Mr. Hemens moved, and it was seconded and carried, that the Board approve the 
design of the ring and authorize the steps to be taken to achieve the necessary 
control of the design.
